From  Atlantic  City — take  Route  48  Harding  Highway, 
At  Richland  turn  left  then  5  miles. 

From  Philadelphia — take  Route  47  Delsea  Drive  to 
Vineland  Circle,  left  through  Vineland  3  x/%  miles. 

From  Pennsville — take  Route  49  to  Bridgeton,  left  on 
Pearl  St.,  3  miles,  right  fork  over  R.  R.,  then  straight 
through. 

From  Pennsgrove — take  Route  48  to  Malaga,  right  to 
Vineland  Circle  six  miles,  left  through  Vineland  3  x/%  miles. 

From  Newark — take  Route  25  to  Bordentown,  Route  39 
to  Hammonton,  continue  south  through  Hammonton  to 
Buena,  cross  Harding  Highway  and  take  first  left  turn 
after  leaving  Buena  to  Landis  Avenue,  then  right.
